Down Cake 

1% cups sifted cake flour; 1% 
teaspoons double - acting baking 
powder; % teaspoon salt; % cup 
granulated sugar; 4 tablespoons 
softened butter or other shorten- 
% cup 
milk; 1 teaspoon vanilla; 6 table- 
spoons butter; 34 cup brown sugar, 
firmly packed; 2 tablespoons water; 
1 cup shredded coconut, toasted. 

Sift. flour once, measure, add 
baking powder, salt, and sugar, and 
sift together three times. Add 
butter. Combine egg, milk, and 
vanilla. Add to flour mixture, etir- 
ring until all flour 1s dampened; 
“then Leat vigorously 1 minute. 

Melt 6 tablespoons butter in 
8x8x2-inch pan or 8-inch skillet 
over low flame. Add brown sugar 
and water and cook and stir until 
thoroughly mixed. Sprinkle coconut 
on this. Turn batter out on con- 
tents of pan. Bake in moderate 
oven (366° F.) 60 minutes, or until 
done. Tur upside down on dish 
with coconut on top. Garnish with 
whipped cream, !f dealred.
